is olalmed that the original Bullfrog
{discovery was made within a mile o
the home of an old ravcer avd pros-
pector, who had lived in that looal-
ity tor many years. This uld
veteran, it is claimed, bas annually
made prospecting expeditions to
regions remote from his bome, little
thiokiog for a moment that the
country surroundiog his ranch was
wiveral-bearing, or that It would
ever be productive of gold galore.
Aund yet, under bhis very nose, a Gol
(conda cam p has been discovered and
established by straugers, and groood
that he never took the trouble to ex-
'amine, to investignte, bas proven to
'be rich iIn ite deposite of the
precivus metal,

c¢learly that in almost auy section
uf the inter-mountain region it is not
vecessary to go a great distauce from
bome to Hod a good prospect, to dis-
cover mineral-bearing ground that is
possessed of value —Salt Lake Min-
iug Review.
